BERLIN, Nov, 12.—(via London) 
The Austro-German forces in north- 
ern Italy have cut off 10,000. re- 
treating Italians in the Upper Piave 
Valley, the war office announces. 
The Italians are said to have sur- 
rendered, 

The German statement says the 
Teuton forces have advanced from 
Belluno down the River Piave and 
are standing before Feltre, 


ITALIAN .HEADQUARTBRS IN 
NORTHERN ITALY, Sunday, Nov. 
11,—The enemy's operations on the 
north and east in an attempt at 
encirclement of the Italians have 
not succeeded. The menace on 
the Italian left wing also is virtually 
past. 

Italian resistance is stiffening 
along the Piave line and in the 
Sugana Valley the Austro-German 
progress is slowing up. The in- 
vaders have not been able to cross 
Piave from Feltre to the 
Adriatic. 

Violent fighting is in progress 
around Asiago and the Setti com- 
muni to the west The permanence 
of the Piave line depends mostly on 
the success or failure of the Austro- 
German blow in the Aslago region, 
military think If the 
invaders can he held in the north, 
the Treviso hills along the middle 
Piave will help the Italians in 
checking an advance across the 
river. Further Austro-Gerinan ad- 
vances from the north might make 
the Piave line untenable, and Ven- 
{ee and Treviso would 
have to be given up to the enemy, 
with a further retirement elther to 
the Brenta or the Adige,

It shouldn’t ever have been a difficult task, anybody 
would think. The New York World gravely remarks 
that there never was any Elgin Butter Board. It was a 
monumental bluff. But it worked. 

A few Chicago men operating in its name have long 
fixed butter prices for the whole country. They would 
decide how much 100,000,000 people ought to pay for 
butter the following week, then take a train out to Elgin, 
file into a little office, file-out again and put some figures 
on the wires. And every dealer in America set his prices 
accordingly. 

Those figures purported to be reports of bona fide 
butter sales. Perhaps there really were a few tubs of 
butter standing around the place for window dressing. 
But those men represented a speculative and oppressive 
monopoly which wielded mysterious power and _ success- 
fully defied the law. 

Now the board is no more, and word goes around that 
dealers are “lost” without its guiding figures to tell them 
what to sell their butter for.

BELGIAN “ATROCITIES” 


The “atrocities” which Germany charged the Belgian 
Colonial army committed in East Africa, and on which 
Germany attempted to justify the seizure and deportation 
of twenty prominent Belgian citizens, have been investi- 
gated. In its statement of actual conditions the Belgian 
legation quotes a German official as follows: 

‘“T was at Tabora,” says Otto Weber, “at the beginning: 
of the war, and I remained there. Personally I have no 
complaint to make of the Belgian troops, on their entry | 
into Tabora. However, as chief-of the district, T have to 
say that some complaints were made to me on the subject 
of the Beligan troops at Tabora, and I have taken personal 
cognizance of the damage done in the house of Mrs. Horn. 
I was also told that a butcher shop had been plundered by 
Italians on the day the Belgians entered Tabora, but I 
have not been able to verifv this statement. At another 
house the awning outside had been torn by bayonets. I 
am not able to say positively that the deeds to which my 
attention has been called were committed by Belgian 
Soldiers, but that is my opinion. All these things were 
brought to the attention of General Tombeur (the Belgian 
commanding officer.) At the end of two days everything

WOMEN IN MEN’S JOBS ‘EXCHANGES 
th bw rn nnn... nrr0™’rr 


The general replacement of men by women in all kinds 
of industrial work formed one of the problems discussed 
by the American Public Health Convention held recently 
in Washington. The replacement is necessary and inevi- 
table in war time, but it calls for quick and decisive action 
in its regulation or it will run away with much of the past 
work done in safeguarding the health of women in in- 
dustry. 

The replacement must be handled wisely and with due 
regard to the health and strength of the workers. \Women 
have been taking jobs as freight handlers, carriers in glass- 
works, as foundry workers, pushing scrap-iron in wheel- 
barrows up an inclining plane, piling lumber in yards and 
in other forms of heavy muscular work. At the same time 
men are still employed in work requiring little muscular 
strain ,as shoe salesmen. clerks and floorwalkers. 

Organization is needed here. The first replacement of 
men by women should be in less strenous physical work, 
Even in munitions factories women workers should be 
given only the tasks calling for deftness and accuracy, not 
for sheer physical strength. 

There have been no standards for use in determining 
the weight which women should be allowed to handle. One 
association of foundry owners has adopted an arbitrary 
limit of.25 pounds. The department of labor of Pennsy- 
Ivania decided temporarily on a limit of 15 pounds as the 
maximum weight for women workers to handle if the work 
involves continual lifting. 

The whole problem of the great influx of women into 
industrial work needs thoughtful attention and definite 
action. It is a matter too important for the health of the 
coming generation, as well as the present one, to leave to| Have your sur cleaned and prese- 
haphazzard adjustment.
